Buller Again Back | to 
‘His Old Base. 


Failure of the Third Attempt to 
Relieve Ladysmith, 


British Public not Disappointed 
Over the Outcome 


Belief Prevails That Movement 
Was but a Feint. 


Roberts Supposed to Have Ordered the 
Bluff in Order to Distract the At- 
tention of the Boers from 
Modder River.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune.] The Boer account of 
Buller’s withdrawal from Vaal Kranz 
wae confirmed yesterday from various 
sources. Harmesworth’s correspondent 
gives the clearest British version, 
showing that the retirement of the 
brigades began after dusk Wednesday 
night, and was completed before day- 
break with the removal of pontoons. 
Various explanations are offered by 
special correspondents for the third 
failure to relieve Ladysmith and 
speedy resumption of operations is 
predicted The most plausible theory is 
that balloon observers discovered that 
Doornkloof commanded the road. All 
these dispatches have a hollow sound. 
Buller’s third advance, which was her- 
alded by a epeech to the troops and 
a flourish of thé keys of Ladysmith, 
has lacked the seriousness of genuine 
warfare. it was as well planned as 
any Aldershot manetivéer, with a feint 
and an attack, and temporary ocupa.- 
tion of ‘kopjes exposed to an enfllading 
raking fire from two higher hills, but 
now that the forces are safely behina 
the Tugela the essential character of 
this sham battle is disclosed. The 
whole movement, with Buller’s pre. 
vious proclamation of it, and the heavy 
artillery fire and insignificant casuaity 
list, looks li a feint designed to di- 
vert the enemy’s attention from the 
scene of Roberts's own operations. 
Military men say that Buller’s third 
passage of the Tugela has been a cur- 
tain-ralser with a prologue, and that 
the ‘real drama will now go on at the 
front, which is apparently Modder 
River. High officials who were in the 
secret must have enjoyed reading the 
London journals during the last ten 
days. They have seemed unusually 
cheerful, and their high spirits are 
now easily understood. They knew 
that Buller’s sham battle was the 
opening maneuver of Roberis’s cam- 
paign, and could smile over the se- 
riousness with which it was regardefi 
by military writers. It remains now 
to be proved whether the wily Dutch- 
men have been duped as easily as mil- 
itary experts here. 

The object of this maneuver was to 
prevent the passage of Free State 
troops webtward to Bloemfontein 
where they could be used against Rob- 
erts’s force. The Ladysmith garrison 
has reported that a movement of 
Dutch forces has been in progress dur- 
ing the last week toward the Draken- 
burg range. Possibly this has been an- 
ticipated by the westward march of 
a portion of Warren's division with 
DMundonald’s cavalry, but of this there 
are no signs. The bulk of the Dutch 
forces seems to have been awaiting Bul- 
ler’s third advance toward Ladysmith, 
and if Roberts should strike serious 
blows this week there may not be time 
for the Free Staters to tack across 
country to stay his advance. 

Roberts's headquarters are not defi- 
nitely announced, although there is a 
hint in a brief dispatch from Modder 
River stating that he addressed a 
fresh remonstrance to Kruger and 
Steyn against the wanton destruction 
of property by Beers In Natal. If he 
is there, as seems probable, the cam- 
paign will open with either a movement 
toward Kimberley or an advance upon 
Bloemfontein, and Jacobsdal is likely 
to be the earliest point of attack. 
ile will have a large army, with Tuck- 
er’s division, Me*huen’s force, House- 
nold cavalry and other troops, and will 
have the railway for forwarding sup- 
»lies in operation to Modder River, 
and a mule or ox transport service 


which Kitchener has been organizing 
at Cape Town for’ additionai work 
eastward. There was no direct confir- 


mation of this theory of campaign at 
midnight, but it was In that quarter 
that the curtain seemed Iikely to rise 


for something like a military drama. 
Additional details of MacDonald's 
skirmishes and retiremen. have fully 


confirmed the view that it was a recon- 
naissance designed tO cover Broads- 
wood's march to Sunnyside. Inci- 
fentally it is shown that the Highland 
Brigade was in fine fighting form and 
that MacDonald was too wary a gen- 
eral to be lured into’a Boer ambus- 
eade which was arranged for him.

BOER STAR 
STILL IN THE ASCENDENCY. 


BULLER ONCE MORE SOUTH OF THE 
| TUGELA RIVER. 


His Retreat, However, not Viewed 
With Alarm in England—British 
Public Confident That it Was a 
Carefully Planned Maneuver De- 
signed to Deceive the Enemy. 


LONDON, Feb. 10, 2 p.m.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.} Gen. Buller is once more 
south of the Tugela River, Gen. Mac- 
Donald is back at the Modder River, 
and apparently the Boers have lost none 
of the ascendency they have held so 
long. Yet today’s news by no means 
eauses the acute disappointment at- 
tendant upon the other failures to re- 
lieve Ladysmith. This can be attrib- 
uted to three causes. First, there is a 
strong belief that Gen. Buller’s last at- 
tempt was only a demonstration on a 
large scale; second, the wiser critics 
had warned the public not to expect 
the immediate relief of Gen. White; 
third, the nation has settled down to 
the realization that the war will last a 
long time, and they are not swayed ar 
at first by minor reverses and victories. 

The second and third reasons are self- 

explaining. The first requires consider- 
able elucidation. In favor of the opin- 
ion held by Spensor Wilkinson, the mili- 
tary critic of the Morning Post, that 
Gen. Buller did not intend immediately 
rushing on to Ladysmith, there is over- 
whelming evidence to show that Field 
Marehail Lord Roberts ordered system- 
atic activity on the part of all the 
forces. On this basis. Gen. Buller's 
move may only be a ee wen 
MacDonald's and Gen. neh's recon- 
nais#ances. 
Mr. Balfour's ambiguous statement 
about awaiting the completion of 
plans is another strong reason for be- 
lieving Gen. Buller never intended to 
make the main advance via Vaal Krantz, 
but was acting under the orders of 
Lord Roberts; it is also curious that the 
news of Gen. Buller’s retirement first 
came from the Boer head laager near 
Ladysmith, and that the British corre- 
spondents were al'owed freely to 
send dispatches before anything from 
Gen. Buller was published. 

The appeal of Bennett-Burleigh, war 
correspondent of the London Daily 
Telegraph, asking the public to suspend 
judgment and rely on Gen. Buller, also 
has considerable significance. On the 
other hand, Gen. Bulier’s recent speech 
to his troops, in which he said he hoped 
to be in Ladysmith within a week, 
tends, some people claim, to throw 
doubt upon the belief that he has only 
been demonstrating in force. 

The latest news from the Modder 
River shows that Gen. MacDonald's re- 
tirement from Koodoosberg was effected 
in complete order. The most reasonable 
explanation of his movement is that ft 
was undertaken more to restore the 
confidence of the Highland brigade, still 
nervous from their terribie experience 
at Magersfontein, than to gain any im- 
portant objective. With this important 
Gen. Methuen’s force is rehabili- 
tated for a vigorous attack on Gen. 
Kronje, and an attempt to relieve Kim- 
kerley may be looked for, more than 
likely superintended by Lord Roberts. 
while the Seventh Division, and part of 
Gen. French’s cavalry are occupied in 
a turning movement east of Jacobsdal. 

A dispatch from Rensburg, dated Fri- 
day, rebruary 9, reports aggressive ac- 
tivity against all the British reconnot- 
tering and says the Boers are in no 
sense surrounded at Colesberg, but are 
simply held in check by a series of 
camps forming a semicircle:from east 
to west. The Boers, it is added, are 
still in full possession of their lines of 
communication with the Free State and 
hold strong positions around Colesberg. 

During the morning of February 9 a 
bombardment with lyddite occurred at 
Rensbure and the Boers’ Maxim-Vick- 
ers guns are believed to have been 
silenced. A dozen dead Boers were 
found on the kopjes. 

Lord Roberts has addressed another 

letter to Presidents Kruger and Steyn, 
complaining of the wanton destruction 
of property in Natal. 
The fact that the news of Lord Rob- 
erts’s message to Presidents Kruger 
and Steyn came from the Modder River, 
is taken to indicate that the com- 
mander-in-chief has gone there. 

A dispatch to the Times from Spring- 
field Bridge dated Friday, February 3, 
says: 

“Our force at Vaal Krantz intrenched 
jiself as well as possible, but neverthe- 
less we continued to lose men and no 
advance was made. The Boer artillery 
fired incessantly and as Wednesday 
proceeded it was increasingly apparent 
that though the infantry might, by a 
determined move, force its way through 
the center of the Boer position, it would 
be impossible during subsequent opera- 
tions to maintain the security of the 
lines, and evacuation was decided upon. 
The retirement commenced at 9 o'clock 
at night, the pontoon bridge being re- 
moved after Gen, Hildyard's force had 
erossed this morning. The whole force 


retired across the range of the Boer 
guns which continued shelling.” 
The Queen's keen interest in Gen. 


MacDonald and the Highland Brigade 
was evidenced by the concern she 
showed at the news of MacDonald’s re- 
tirement from Koodoosberg Drift. Her 
Majesty sent special inquiries to the 
War Office, but as the officials had no 
knowledge of the movement up to mid- 
night, the Queen made her secretary 
telegrap iwice to Reuter's News 
psking for the most minute 
details, whence the news came and who 
sent it and requesting the earliest noti- 
fication of jany explanation received.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 10.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] If the uplifting spirit 
of enthusiasm which animated the 
hundreds of Republicans who crowded 
the Union League Club rooms in_ the 
Palace Hotel tonight, on the occasion 
_of the reception to Senator Thomas R. 
Bard, be a trustworthy indication, the 
Republican party reunited on higher 
and broader lines than have been fol- 
lowed in this State for many a day. 
Even the Governor of the common- 
wealth, who, by common rumor, had 
been credited with hostility toward 
such of his party as could not agree 
with. him, added his offering, and it 
was no light one, to the common good, 
and won encomiums by his ability to 
perceive and his readiness to accept 
the new conditions arising by virtue of 
Senator Bard's election. 

Gov. Gage spoke to the people of 
the State tonight, when he addressed 
the distinguished party leaders present 
at the reception, and told them, he 
would do violence to the dictates of 
his own heart did he not speak a word 
for the occasion and for the “brave, 
courageous and honest’’ man who will 
represent the State at Washington as 
junior Senator for the next six years.” 

It is not necesesry to dwell upon the 
much-applauded oratory of Gen. 
Barnes, who told of his years’ of serv- 
ice for the Republican*party, ending at 
last in simple devotion to the Amert- 
can flag, now upheld by a newer leader. 
It is not necessapy to relate how Col. 
E. F. Preston restored Sympathy for 
the reserved, dignified gentleman, 
whose name was the shibboleth that 
led the anti-Burns hosts to glorious 
victory by declaring that the day of 
oratory was past as a motive power in 
Congress, where businees training and 
business methods now tell, a sentiment 
also indorsed by that old war horse of 
Republicanism,- Morris M. Estee.

Gov. Taylor Announces 
His Intentions. 


Reiuses to Accept Terms of the 
Louisville Agreement. 


Will Let Controversy Take Its 
Course in the Courts. 


No Further Forcible Resistance 
WilléBe Offered. 


State Troops Ordered to Return te 
Their Homes—Legislature Recalled 
from London to Reconvene at 
Frankfort Monday. 


{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Feb. 10.—"I 
have only this to say: After mature 
deliberation and conference with my 
friends from every section of the State, 
I have concluded to allow this contro- 
versy to take its due course, vigor- 
ously contesting every inch of ground 
and upnolding the rights of the people 
to the uttermost. If those rights be 
destroyed, the responsibility for the de- 
struction must rest with those who sit 
in judgment. 

“It is due to say that the eminent 
gentlemen, my friends, who secured 
the propositions resulting from the 
Louisville conference acted in. perfect 
good faith, from the highest motives 
of patriotism and did the very best they 
could. 

[Signed] “WILLIAM 8. TAYLOR, 

“Governor of Kentucky.” 

The above proclamation was isgued 
by Gov. Taylor tonight, and, according 
to his oral statement at the time of ita 
issuance, embodies all he desires to say 
concerning his position at the present 
time. 

IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

The decision not to sign the Louis- 
ville agreement was reached by Gov. 
Taylor a few minutes after 1 o'clock 
this afternoon. For over two hours he 
had been in conference with fully 150 
prominent Republicans from all parts 
of the State including county commit- 
teemen and four Republican members 
of the Legislature. The meeting was 
secret in the extreme, all those who 
came from the hall before Gov. Tay- 
lor himself, refusing to say anything 
concerning tHe progress of the delib- 
erations. 

Judge George Denny presided and L. F. 
Petty acted as secretary. The members 
of the conterence, with the exception 
of wov. Taylor, gathered in the legisia- 
tive hall usually occupied by the State 
House of Kepresentatives. After the 
hall was filled Gov. Taylor entered and 
was greeted with a ringing burst of 
cheers. The door was then closed and 
the secret proceedings began. 

DECIDED NOT TO SIGN, 

Gov. Taylor stated to the confer- 
were two courses to 
be pursued, the first to sign the Louvis- 
ville agreement, the second to quietly 
withdraw the troops, allow the Leg- 
isiature to reconvene in the Capitol 
building in Frankfort, to call off the 
session now being held in London and 
to ignore the Louisville agreement en- 
tirely.. Several speeches were made, 
and it was soon apparent that the 
sentiment of the gathering was strongly 
in favor of the second course, and this 
was adopted. 

This action was decided upon at 1 
o'clock, and the first information of 
the decision was given to the outside 
world by Gov. Taylor himseif. He 
came rapidly through the doors, unat- 
tended, and looking nervous and hag- 
gard. He walked hastily toward. the 
Capitol stairway, repeating several 
times to the newspaper men who stood 
in the. hall: 

“I don't sign. I don’t sign. I don’t 
sign.” 

LEGISLATURE RECALLED. 

From the Capitol he passed to the 
executive building, where he at once 
made up and signed the following proc- 
lamation convening the Legisiature 
Frankfort: 

“FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Feb. 10; 1900. 

“The excitemert recently prevailing 
in this city having to some extent sub- 
sided, and there appearing now to be 
no necessity for the General Assembly 
to remain in session in London, I de 
hereby, by this proclamation, recone 
vene the same in Frankfort, Ky., Feb- 
ruary 12, 1900, at 12 o’ciocek noorr. 

{Signed} S. TAYLOR, 

“Governor of Kentucky.” 
TROOPS DISBANDED. 

Orders were at once issued to Gen, 
Collier to prepare for the departure of 
the troops and in a very short time a 


large number of them were ready te 
leave. 
Six companies ieft tonigh. more 


will leave tomorrow, and only a small 
detachment will remain by Monday 
morning. These will be retained only 
as a peace guard, and will in no way 
be obtruded on the presence of the 
Legiskature. 

Word was at once sent to the mem- 
bers of the Republican Legislature 
now in session at London that the next 
session would be in Frankfort, and a 
prompt reply was received to the effect 


‘that they would all leave in a body on 


Sunday and be in Frankfort Monday 
in ample time for business. . 

After Gov. Taylor had left the hall @ 
resolution embodying the sense of the 
meeting was adopted.

ASSEMBLY’S WIND-UP. 

{[A. P. DAY REPORT., 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 10.—The As- 
sembly passed the morning “joshing” 
its assistant clerks by compelling them 
to read the minutes of the journals for 
several days back, and introducing 
resolutions of a more or less trivial 
nature. A fair sample of them reads 
as follows: 

“Whereas, in view of the threatened 
dismemberment of the British empire, 
due to a series of reverses in the South 
African conflict, and, whereas, the pre- 
dicted annihilation of the Transvaal 
Republic has resulted in a reversal of 
that prophesy, and, whereas, the sym- 
pathy of the United States is due the 
British empire, and that as the time 
has arrived for the intercession of a 
neutral government, be it 

“Resolved, that the President of the 
United States is therefore requested to 
offer his good offices to Presiauent 
Kruger to bring about a cessation of 
hestilities.”’ 

The resolution was 
Judiciary Committee. 

A set of resolutions was received 
from a number of purchasers of agri- 
cultural lands, prétesting against the 
locating and holding of agricultural 
lands in oil districts of the State for 
speculative purposes.

“To the Assembly of the State of 
California: In my meseage to your hon- 
orable body upon the first day of this 
session, I expresed my confidence in 
you, and now at its close, you are to 
be congratulated, among other things, 
for the short duration of this session 
and its moderate cost. 

“You have passed laws recommended 
in my proclamation, which will be of 
inestimable advantage, which will re- 
dound to the good of the people, and 
have fully warranted me in calling you 
together. 

“Obedient ‘to the will of your con- 
stituents, you have sacrificed your 
personal preferences to agree upon and 
select an able and worthy Senator to 
represent California in the United 
States at a juncture most important 
to the people of the State and nation— 
a juncture when the magnificent pol- 
icy of our President is about to be

MURDERED HIS WIFE. 


SAID SHE BLABBED TOO MUCH. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 

| TACOMA, Feb. 10.—Mrs. Louis Boyce, 
a cashier in Shuh & Rider’s “Domestic” 
bakery, was shot by her husband three 
times just before 6 o'clock tonight, and 
died shortly after being taken to the 
hospital. The couple came to Tacoma 
a week ago from Seattle. Prior to 
that they resided in San Francisco. 
Entering the restaurant Boyce drew 
a self-cocking revoiver from his cvat 
pocket and began firing. The first 
shot apparently etruck the woman in 
the arm. With a cry of terror she 
started to escape, and ran into a small 
private dining-room, a few steps from 
her desk. 6he darted forward 
Boyce fired another shot, which struck 
her in the chest, penetrating the lunge. 
The woman threw up her hands and 
fell backward to the floor. At that 
instant Boyce fired two more shots at 
her, neither of which took effect. Then 
he deliberately bent over the prostrate 
body and fired a shot into her chest. 
Boyce offered no resistance when 
arrested. Calmly he handed the re- 
volver to a policeman, saying as he 
did so: “I had to kill her. She blabbed 
too! much. I shot her.” 
Boyce served as principal musician 
in the Fourteenth United States In- 
fantry, and went to the Philippines 
with that regiment. He was dis- 
charged in Manila, he claims, at the 
expiration of his serves, receiving $600 
back pay. He shipped from San Fran- 
cisco a few months ago, and went on 
a big drunk there. When he came to 
his senses he says he discovered that 
he was a married man. 
In his stories Boyce also stated that 
the woman had previously been mar- 
ried to a Frenchman by whom she had 
two children. Mrs. Boyce’s mother, 
Mrs. Caroline Bock, ts now living at 
Peoria, Ill., and she has a sister in 
San Francisco.

TWISTED BY SENATOR ALLEN. 


NEBRASKAN CAUGHT REPUBLICAN 
SENATORS NAPPING. | 


Secured Unanimous Consent and Had 
Passed a Resolution of Sympathy 
for the Boers and Offering Mediation 
by the United States—Members 
Coax Him to Reconsider. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] , The United States Senate 
came mighty near picking up a fuss 
with England today because the mem- 
bers of the Senate got sleepy. It was 
late in the afternoon, and somebody 
had been talking about the Financial 
Bill. That is a sleepy question, any- 
way, and those few Republican Sena- 
tors who were in their places were in 
that state of lassitude that precludes 
knowledge of what is going on. At the 
conclusion of the financial talk, *ena- 
tor Allen, a Populist from Nebraska, 
who is always sympathizing with some- 
thing, arose and was recognized by 
Senator Frye, who was presiding. Al- 
len said he had a resolution to pre- 
sent, and asked for its immediate con- 
sideration. _Mr. Frye announced: | 

“The, Senator from Nebraska pre- 
sents a resolution, and asks for its 
immediate consideration.” : 

Nobody woke up. ‘ 

The clerk read the resolution. It ex- 
tended the sympathy of the United 
States to the Boers in their struggle 
for liberty, and otherwisé tied knots 
in the British lion’s tail, and wound 
up by extending mediation from the 
United States, which, in the present 
State of war, would make Queen Vic- 
toria faint. 

‘he clerk finished reading the resolu- 
tion, and Allen in a low mild voice 
moved its adoption. Senator Frye 
roared: ‘Is there objection to the pres- 
ent consideration of the resolution?” 

He yelled it loud with the intention 
of waking some Kepublican to the point 
of objection, but the Republicans 
slept on. 4 

Frye grabbed an inkwell from his 
desk, with the evident intention of 
heaving it at the head of some Repub- 
lican, and again bellowed out an inquiry 
concerning anybody's objection. 

Nobody on the Republiccan side came 
to, and Frye put the motion. Allen 
voted in the affirmative, nobody voted 
in the negative, and the resolution was 
adopted. Senator Pettus asked for the 
yeas and nays, but it was too late. | 

Then all at once everybody awoke to 
the fact that England had been insulted 
and a crowd gathered around Allen and 
begged him to allow the vote to be re- 
considered. He finally consented, so the 
Senators will have another chancé to 
vote the resolution down if they will 
stay awake. 

FINANCIAL DEBATE. 
{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) | 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The finan- 
cial debate in the Senate was continued 
by Mr. Chandler of New Hampshire, 
who opposed the gold standard and 
strgéngly urged the double standard. He 
said in part: 

“Those who have absorbed the gold 
of the world are trying to make it more 
valuable by legislation. That is the 
natural meaning of the first ten lines 
of the Senate bill. There is no need of 
the law for any other object. Abso- 
lutely no other purpose is to be sub- 
served by those lines. The passage of 
the bill without adequate recognition of 
the desire and determination of the 
American people that silver shall be re- 
monetized, is a defiance of the Repub- 
lican platform of 1896, and without such 
recognition in the bill I cannot give to 
it my vote. It will be unqualified gold 
monometallism, and to advocate or sub- 
mit to this is an abandonment of Re- 
publican principles.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Chandler said: “If 
we are true to our traditions and tothe 
wishes of our constituents we shall re- 
elect our gracious and patriotic Presi- 
dent by popular and electorate majori- 
ties greater than any President has 
ever received. Can we afford by the 
passage of the needless first ten lines 
of this bill, without sufficient qualifica- 
tion, to add to the chances of his de- 
feat?’’ 

Mr. Chilton of Texas opposed the 
pending measure. He declared it rep- 
resented the policy of the administra- 
tion, and urged that the bill would de- 
stroy all prospects of bimetallism.

FREEDOM AND FACTS. 


Those who continue to prate about 
British oppression and Boer liberty, talk 
about that whereof they know little. 
Not only do the people of Great Britain 
and her colonies enjoy greater liberty 
than that which falls to the lot of the 
people of any other country, excepting 
the United States and Switzerland, but 
it may evep truly be said that in some 
respects the governmetit of Great Britain 
is somewhat more democratic and an- 
swers more quickly to the public will 
than even the model government under 
which we of the United States are so 
fortunate as to dwell. For instance, 
in England a ministfy may have been 
in power only a few weeks, but if it 
should find itself entirely at discord 
with a majority of the representatives 
of the people, it will resign and appeal 
to the country, through a new election. 
Then, again, the ruling’ sovereign in 
England is really little more than an 
honored figurehead. It is not generally 
known that the Queen of England pos- 
sesses a power to veto acts of Parlia- 
ment, known as the “royal prerogative,” 
similar to the veto power possessed by 
the President of the United States, with 
the difference, however, that Parliament 
cann6t override such action of the British 
sovereign. It may safely be said that 
should the Queen of England take upon 
herself to exercise such power, there 
would be an insurrection in Great 
Britain within forty-eight hours. Only 


Victoria exercised such authority, and 
that was under peculiar circumstances. 
It was on the question of abolishing the 
practice of purchasing promotion in the 
army. Until that time, it had been the 
practice to sell commissions in the reg- 

lar army, and to sell promotions in 
the various grades, at specified rates, 
thus confining the privilege of serving 
to the wealthy. A bill was brought in 
to abolish the practice, and was passed 
by the Commons, but the Lords, always 
tenacious of their class privileges, de- 
feated it. Then it was that Gladstone 
recommended the Queen to exercise her 
prerogative, and the bill became a law. 
The measure was intensely popular 
among the mass of the English people. 
Yet, in spite of this, there were loud 
mutterings of disapproval at the exercise 
of such arbitrary power by the sover- 
eign. Had the cause been one less pop- 


been trouble. 

Take, again, the question of slavery. 
Great Britain, at large expense, freed 
her slaves in the West Indies, long be- 
fore the black man was made free in 
this country, and in South Africa her 
insistence upon the human treatment 
of the natives is one of the grievances | 
which the Boers have against her. 

The variety of freedom which prevails 
in the so-called republic of “Oom” 
Paul is about equivalent to that which 
was current in the good commonwealth 
of Connecticut, when the laws 
were rigorously enforced. If those peo-

FOR LIEUTENANT-GENERAL. 

Congress could not perform a more 
graceful act, and at the same time an 
act which would more fully meet the 
approval of the better sentiment of 
the entire country, than to pass a law 
giving to Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, 
who will retire from the army a few 
months hence, under the age limitation, 
the rank of lieutenant-g l.

If there is any man in the army 
today who is richly deserving of such 
promotion and preferment, that man is 
Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt. He is a 
patriot as well as a soldier. He is in 
every sense of the word a gallant gen- 
tleman and a true American. In hon- 
oring him in the manner suggested, Con- 
gress would honor itself and the public; 
for the people will rejoice at the ad- 
vancement of so brave a man, so deserv- 
ing a soldier, as Gen. Merritt. 

It is to be hoped that this matter 
will be taken up by Congress at an 
early day, and it is equally to be hoped 
that there may be no opposition to con- 
ferring this reward of merit upon s0 
brave, loyal and deserving an officer. 


The resolution of thanks to the Hon.

HOW BURNS MET DEFEAT. 
SOME SIDE LIGHTS ON THE LATE 
SENATORIAL STRUGGLE. 
His Downfall Was Simply Delayed 
Because the Spirit of Fear Ruled the 
Legislators—When the Opposition 
Carried the Campaign into Africa the 
Boss’s Weakness Was Revealed.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 7.—With the 
Senatorial struggle ended, the occasion 
is ripe for a review of some of the in- 
cidents that have gone to make a part 
of the history of the thirty-third ses- 
sions of the Legislature of California. 
In the first place, the personnel of the 
two houses must be classed as only 
average. This cannot be otherwise in 
view of the fact that for eight months 
a majority of Republican legislators 
have lived in mortal fear of being 
dragged within the power of the most 
notorious: boss in the State, Danie!

Yet the movement of these masses is 
singularly free. In the open 
process of steel making the 
metal passes into furnaces which are 
like huge horizontal boilers. These fur- 
naces roll over and discharge the metal 
from a spout. Some of the heating 
here is done by the burning of oil, and 
the oil is pumped all the way from 
Ohio into tanks in the ground. _ 
AN INDUSTRIAL REVOLUTION. 
In one sense, these mills are 
most important of all our industries, 


As the silica begins to burn there are 
sparks and dust; then the carbon is lib- 
erated in flame that lights the clouds 
and makes South Chicago a Pharos, 
guiding the infrequent mariner on Lake 
Michigan to a belov haven where 
liquor can be bought on Sunday.

lake. It is like a scene on the moon or 
the background of a Poe story or a 
dream of Dore. There is in all the view 
not a visible foot of soil, nor a spear 
of grass. Possibly there may be such 
plains in Greenland or the Antarctic 
continent, although they have their 
vegetation, usually. The color is gray 
and brown, for what should be soil 
is sharp and full of upheavals. This is 
all slag. The great pets of molten 
scum are carried here by cars and piled 
in fantastic confusion over the earth. 
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Nearer to the buildings are “skulls,” 
or remains of metal from the ladels, 
showing their rounded forms; great 
shells that are mixed. with other rem- 
nants, to be broken up by the fall of 
heavy balls and melted over. “Skulls” 
is the right name for them, for, as 
you see them in the twilight they 
might be taken at a little distance for 
the heads of antediluvian monsters— 
the creatures from which we derive the 
dragon myths. 
Where the ore is landed the waste 
hot water from the mills is poured in 
a steaming torrent that often kills fish, 
as you may see a few yards away 
where a man is skimming the water in 
a tank that leaks in from the lake. 
This tank or itnclosure is virtually a 
strainer to keep out fish, hold-up vic- 
tims and other things that would ob- 
struct the pipes, but thousands of 
boiled fish do pass in through crevices 
betwen the timbers. Thus strained the 
water passes into the boilers. : 
Though they are among the -most 
fortunate of manual laborers in respect 
of pay, the men of the South Chicago 
mills are not so excellent a class as 
the workers In many other industries. 
They get good pay because their work 
is hard, their hours are long and they 
are exposed to some dangers that 
do not occur In cotton mills and print- 
ing shops. It is not a sort of work that 
calls for the highest intelligence, but 
rather for steadiness and strength. 
Machinery has largely supplanted hand 
labor, and the hands help the machines, 
instead of the machines the hands. This 
must be so in a rolling mill, because 
of the size of the ingots, rails and 
Plates and the fact that they are 
passed to the rolls in a red heat pre- 
cludes the possibility of handling them, 
in the ancient undertsanding of that 
term. Cranes, trolleys, pneumatic and 
electrical pushers and haulers, and’ 
.dozens of small locomotives do the 
lifting and moving and the men must 
see that these machines are kept to 
their business. In the racket of the 
mills spoken orders and requests are 
out of the question, so the men answer 
to signals on steam whistles, as sol- 
diers respond to bugle calls. ‘When 
there is a shortage of plates in the 
shearing ship, for instance, you hear a 
series of sharp yelps from the whistles 
above the clangor, that expresses the 
impatience of men who are paid by the 
ton for the steel they cut, and who do 
not like to be delayed. 


WORK HARD, PAY GOOD.

Now we come to the most pictur- 
esque department of aill—the room 
where three Bessemer converters, of 
fourteen tons’ capacity aplece, are 
throwing up fountains of dazzling 
white fire under the push of air that 
nters beneath the boiling iron at a 
ressure of twenty pounds to the 
quare inch. Steel has spattered over 
he premises, making thick crusts and 
ushions on the uprights and beams 
ind girders. A steam railroad enters 
.he premises and empties the iron from 
-he blast furnace into these converters, 
together with the splegeleisen, which 
contains the necessary manganese, and 
the flerce blast blows 145 “heats,” ag- 
gregating 1773 tons, every twelve hours. 
The largest week's output wae 17,859 
tons. Ten years ago eighty blows a 
day were counted a large average. 
The converters resemble huge mortars 
more than anything else and swing on 
trunnions in the same way as cannon. 
hen the time has come for pouring, 
a man on the opposite side of the milli, 
who waits with this hand on a lever, 
sounds a whistle, which is a warning to 
get out of the way, and tips the bulk of 
metal downward. It is like the dis- 
arge of a monstrous gun, except for 
the report, though it by no means keeps 
silence, either. As the mouth of the 
furnace comes forward there is a tre- 
mendous burst of sparks which are 
huried all over the place. They burn

The 
process is practically the same as that 
in the rail mill, except that instead of 
being squeezed through ever-decreas- 
ing apertures, the ingots are rolled un- 
der ponderous cylinders and crushed 
out Into flatter and flatter forms. At 
one stage in the process they are apt 
to scale, and to remove the bits of crust 
a shovelful of salt is thrown over the 
plate. As it passes under the roller- 
and the salt is pressed against the red- 
hot metal, there is a volley as from a 
regiment of riflemen. After being 
pressed into thick slabs the steel in 
this mill is again heated in relatively 
small furnaces, from whence it is 
plucked out by the immense arm of a 
“charging car,”” a ponderous trolley 
running up and down a track before 
these fire pits.

It 
is they who make the tests for quality 
of ores and metal and make apparently 
abstruse calculations as to strength 
and tensility by means of tables of fig- 
ures, and rulers that measure a thou-

| In 1873 Congress established the grade 
| of post commissary sergeant. The act 
| provided that the sergeants were to be 
selected from the sergeants of the line 
poe the army after having served as 
such for a period of three years, and 
after a total service of five years, one 
sergeant to be stationed at each mili- 
tary post or depot of supplies. Their 
duties were to act as assistants to com- 
missary officers in receiving, issuing, 
selling and caring for subsistence 
stores, making up the accounts and re- 
turns, and purchasing supplies for the 
subsistence of the army. All these du- 
ties were beset, surrounded and ham- 
pered with the most minute regulations, 
safe-guarding against fraud, error and 
violation of the law, and of a most 
complex, exacting and hair-splitting 
character, and which required the 
closest attention to detall and years of 
experience to fully master. 

The pay of the commissary sergeant 
was fixed at $34 monthly, and he ts a 
part of the non issioned staff of 
the army. 

Since the breaking out of the war 
these sergeants have been called upon 
to perform duties entirely bevond any- 
thing contemplated in the original act. 
They have in many cases been sta- 
tioned at large depots, and have han- 
died business that has involved the ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars, their 


head of depots for the distribution of 
supplies both at home and abroad. 
These sergeants. with all their experit- 
ence and knowledge of the business, 
have been working side by side with 
civilian clerks, whom in most cases 
and instructed: 
the civilians receiving salaries ranging

Tt seems as if so responsible an office 
should be better paid, and if a civilian 
employed on an emergency earns as 


much as £109 a month for like service, 
at least $50 or $69 a month. . 


THE FRIGATE CONSTITUTION. 

The United States frigate Constitu- 
tion will probably be restored and 
stationed at Washington. Senator Till- 
man, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of the Senate, has presented a 
favorable report on the bill to preserve 
the old warship. The report follows: 

“This bill is one which appeals to the 
sentiment and pride of every Ameri- 
can, and as the purpose to be obtained 
is in every way desirable, and entails 
no expenditure of public money, there 
can be no objection, and it must com- 
mend itself to every man who is proud 
of the achievements of our navy, and 
the glory reflected on the country by it. 

“Examination of the bill will show 
that the famous ship Constitution, or 
Old Tronsides, after it shall have been 
rebuilt or repaired under the super- 
vision of the Navy Department, can be 
used either as a training ship or as a 
naval museum. The structure of the 
old vessel being such that it could not 
be used profitably as a training ship, 
the power should be given to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to put it to such use 
as might be deemed best, or in having 
it stationed at the capital as an ob- 
ject lesson In our history, as well as 
an indication of the progress in naval 
warfare, the object would be equally 
Fubserved, 

“There is little doubt that !f this ves- 
sel should be thus overhauled and 
brought to the national capital, it will 
be as much an object of interest and 
pride as is the Washington monument. 
For these reasons the bill receives the 
hearty approval of the Secretary of 
the Navy.”

The object of the bill is to 
prevent stagnation and to permit the 
advancement of capable officers to 
higher rank by encouraging officers 
whose best days of activity have 
passed to stand aside for the good 
of the service. With such opporu- 
nity offered to them, it is believed 
that many of the older men who are 
now choking the upper grades and 
are unfit for arduous field duty would 
gladly request retirement. The serv- 
ice is full of such cases as those of 
men serving twenty and thirty years 
in the grade of lieutenant, and nearly 
as long as captain. 
aware that they can never be compe- 
tent general officers after being stag- 
nant so long in subordinate rank, but 
they cannot afford to retire. until 
deaths and retirements above them 
finally provide vacancies near the top, 
which they reach in a state of help- 
less inability to grasp what is going 
on about them. 

“Army officers believe that this bill, 
which gives the President discretion 
to retire the veterans of two wars in 
the next higher grade, would do much 
more for the efficiency of the service 
than Secretary Root’s plan to make 
promotion by selection. That propo- 
sition is open to the objection that un- 
der most circumstances “pull” rather 
than merit would govern the selec- 
tions. With the naval service retire- 
ment, there is a deep conviction that 
meritorious officers reaching the 
higher grades would remain in the 
service, and that 
those without the true military genius 
and spirit—would embrace the chance 
to retire as soon as possible in that 
manner, making room for more 
men to reach the top.” 

NASHVILLE’S RARE RELIC. 

Secretary Long has reported to Con- 
gress that the Navy Department will 
interpose no objection to the presen- 
tation of the gun that fired the first 
shot in the war with Spain to the city 
of Nashville, Tenn. It is a one- 
pounder rapid firing gun, and on April 
22, 1898, fired a shot across the bow 
of the Spanish vessel Buena Ventura, 
off the coast of Florida. 

While war was not declared until 
April 24, the act was dated: back to 
April 22, to cover the capture of the 
Buena Ventura. The dating back of

AMERICAN HOSPITAL SHIP MAINE. 

The American daughters of the Red 
Cross who undertake the supervision of 
the Maine-on its mission of mercy to 
South Africa will give a much needed 
impetus to English army nursing in 

ace and war, says the London Chron- 


Now that these five ladies have set 
foot on our shores, the army of 300 
men engaged in transforming the 
Maine from a commonplace transport 
with a specialty in flour into a hospita’ 
ship will work with some effect; for 
it is quite evident Miss M. E. Hibberd, 
the superintendent, will be satisfied 
with nothing less than American per- 
fection and completencesg, which means 
much unkpown, it seems, to the tape- 
bound traditions of the War Office. 
“The ship,” said Miss Hibberd, an 
ideal lady superintendent, with her 
kindly manner, her strength of char- 
acter and exceptional experiences (for 
during the Cuban war she was on ac- 
tive service as chief nurse; and only 
terminated on October 31, at her own 
request, her post as superintendent of 
the Army Nursing Corps.) ‘will be pale 
and green inside; the outside wil, I 
think, be white. The Red Cross of 
course, will be prominent on all sides, 
for what other bulwarks have we? 
There will be in all five wards, three 
of them large; the two smaller ones 
will be one for officers and the other 
for isolation cases. In all, we shall have 
accommodation for 200 patients; but we 
shall carry extra cots, so that in case 
of emergency we can make use of 
every inch of space. We are now care- 
fully considering every article of 
clothing the patients will need. Thte 
hospital ship will supply absolutely 
everything, from a aaah warm dressing 
gown of gray-lined flannel to under- 
wear and pajamas. There will be plenty 
of hanckerchiefs, for I have requisitions 
for some thousands of these. The laun- 
dry we bave on board will be supple- 
mented by other arrangemen 8 in South 
Africa. In regard to the slippers, we 
have been very particuiar, for my ex- 
perience among American soldiers is 
that they are very fussy in this re- 
spect. 
“You would like to see the nurse's 
uniform? Here they are, dressed to be 
photographed. This dark blue duck 
material has been found the most suit- 
able. Even the aprons are of duck in- 
stead of lawn, to resist hard wear and 
washing. 
“The cap—which, I suppose, has a 
quaint touch of the Puritan about it— 
is so arranged that it needs no elabo- 
rate ironing, for it folds quite flat. 
“These badges we are wearing, de- 
picting the Red Cross afd the Maine 
and the words: ‘Ameri Hospital! 
Ship,’ were first intended only for the 
committee; but they are so distinctive 
that more were ordered, and no doubt 
they will be worn by all the personnel. 
“Only three of the doctors came over 


with us-—-Drs. Dodge, Hodman and 
Weber—the other two will arrive 
shortly. 

“But the medical superintendent, 


Col. Penzman, will be British, so that 
we may work the more smoothly in 
connection with the War Office. 
“Then we shali also have the as- 
sistance of about thirty men, ten of 
whom are fully qualified nurses, gradu- 
ates of the Mills Training School, Belle-~ 
vue, said to be th» only school for male 
nurses in the world. The others will 
act as orderlies. under the direction 
of the nurses, whom we cal]! super- 
visors, not sisters, for that word was 
rejected from among us as savoring of 
the Roman Catholics.”’

by a Paris daily as saying that every 
battleship in the French fleet is built 
so defectively that any one of them 
would instantly sink if shelled near the 
water line. There would be no need to 
use a big shell. An ordinary-sized pro- 
jectile would be sufficient. The admiral 
warmly supports the proposals of the 
Minister of Marine’ to lay down battle- 
ships of from 14,000 to 15,000 tons, and 
says that if this had been done in 1889, 
as unanimously recommended by the 
naval board, France would now be in 
possession of a superb fleet, capable of 
holding its own with the Majestic and 
Magnificent of the British navy. M. 
Lockroy, ex-Minister of Marine, has 
published another book on the French 
navy entitled “Naval Defense. It con- 
stitutes a vigorous criticism of the fleet 
and of the coast defenses, and declares 
that if war had broken out in 1898 
France would have been at the mercy 
of the British. Much has been done 
since. M. Lockroy admits, but he urges 
that more remains to be accomplished 
before security can be felt. M. Lock- 
roy gives a good illustration of the 
modern need of coaling stations, by the 
possession of which, he says, England 
is made immeasurably superior to 
France on the sea. “A _ fleet without 
stations.” he says, “is like a goat at; 
tached to a post by a cord. The cord 
may be a long one, but the goat is none 
the less tied to it; thus a fleet must 
steam round and round its coal depots 
without getting too far away. 


HINTS FOR BRITISH OFFICERS. 


In 1868 when the experiences of our 
civil war were still fresh in recoliec 
tion, Gen. Francis J. Lippett, who 


ished a series of handy volumes 
subjects, and these have 
not yet lost their value. Among the:r 
's a volume on “Special Operations 0! 
War.” wherein are to be found some 
lessons especially to be commended to 
the attention of the English military 
commanders in South Africa. In a 
chapter on forcing the passage of 
rivers, the crosing of the Brandywine 
bv the British in 1777 is cited as an il- 
lustration of the skill that may be 
shown in diverting an enemy from the 
point where it Is intended to force the 
passage of a stream 80 as to make the 
movement secure. In this case the 
Americans lacked = cavalry and were 
unable to watch the river as far up as 
the point where Gen. Howe crossed. As 
the Boer army abounds in mounted 
men, it is probable that Gen. Buller 
when he attempted to cross the Tu- 
gela was unable to turn their flank as 
Howe did the flank of his enemy at 
Brandywine. Bonaparte in 1796 suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Po by making 
a forced march of forty-eight miles in 
thirty-six hours, and ina similar man- 
ner he passed the Mincio in the same 
year. It was by a flank movement 
that Marmont was able to carry his 42,- 
0) men over the Douro in the face 
of Wellington’s army, during the cam- 
paign of 1812. It was by confusing and 
misleading Pope as to his intentions 
that Gen. Lee succeeded in getting his 
army across the Rappahannock in 1862 
and turned Pope's position by Thor- 
oughfare Gap. By a similar movement 
Rosecrans stole the march on Bragg 
at the Tennessee River in September, 
1863, and Sherman forced Johnston to 
abandon his defense of the Chatta- 
hooche in July, 1864. The most masterly 
movement in this line during the rebel- 
lion was that by which Grant, tn June, 
1864. carried his great army across the 
James. with its artillery and trains, 
without exciting even the suspicions of 
Lee as to his purpose. Lee was de- 
ceived by the feint of an attack upon 
Richmond, and, with the exception of a 
few men in Warren's corps who were 
engaged in this feint attack, Grant did 
not lose a man or an animal. The move- 
ment was a difficu't one, as the troops 
were obliged to cross the Chickahominy 
en route to the James, and to make 
exhausting forced marches of from 
twenty-five to thirty miles.

RAPID-FIRE GUNS FOR THE ARMY. 


The shipment of eighteen 15-pound 
guns to the Sandy Hook proving 
grounds from the factories of the 
Driggs-Seabury Gun and Ammunition 
Company, at Derby, Ct., was begun 
on January 2. These guns are 
destined for a new scheme of mine, 
field and harbor defense, and are an 
addition to the twenty 6-pounders and 
two 15-pound coast defense guns, 
which, with their ammunition, have 
been delivered on contract during the 
past two months. All these guns are 
part of an order for 180 guns. One 
hundred 15-pounders and _ forty 6- 
pounders are still to be delivered, and 
the company is also working on an or- 
der for forty more guns. With each 
gun are furnished 300 rounds of am- 
munition, in the form of 150 steel shells, 
109 shrapnel and 50 cast-iron shells. 

Each W-pound gun weighs 9780 
pounds, and costs $6000. It is 13 feet 
long, mounted stationary, and has no 
carriage. This type of gun has been 
officially adopted by the United States 
as the standard for coast defense. Ac- 
cording to the new plan of defense, 
the smaller guns, 6-pounders, are 
mounted near water level, with the 
larger guns above them. In this way 
torpedo boats sent in time of war into 
a harbor to explode defending mines.

masonry. When the ships of war fol- 
lowed the big 15-pounders above would 
come into action. If it became neces- 
sary to concentrate the smaller guns 
upon a given point, or to remove them 
to the beach, their anchorage chains 
could be slipped, making them prac- 
tically fleld pléces, which could be 
held to any desired position by a spade 
at the foot of the carriage.

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 
BIDS FOR CITY PRINTING. 

A hearing was given the various bid- 
ders for the city-printing contract be- 
fore the Finance Committee of the 
Council yesterday morning. The bids 
were opened at the Council session two 
weeks ago and the Los Angeles Daily 


16 cents per inch for the first insertion 
and 15 cents for subsequent insertions. 
The bid of the Evening Express Com- 
pany was 24 cents per inch for the 
first insertion and 21 cents for subse- 
quent insertions. The third and high- 
est bid was presented by the Record 
Publishing Company, which had had 
the contract for the past year, at £6 
cents per inch for each insertion. The 
contest for the contract is between the 
Express and Journal and representa- 
tives of these papers urged their rival 
claims before the Finance Committee 
yesterday morning. 

H. E. Martens, a representative of 

the United Labor Council of Los Ange- 
les, spoke against awarding the con- 
tract to the Journaj. He urged upon 
the committee the consideration of some 
resolutions adopted by the labor council 
last Wednesday. These resolutions pro- 
iest against the award of the contract 
to the Journal on the ground that it is 
a class paper and not of general circu- 
lation. It is stated that the bid of the 
Journal is ten times higher than that 
of the other papers, as it has a circula- 
tion of but 600 whereas other compet- 
ing papers have a circulation of 8000 or 
0,000, 
Warren Wilson, general manager of 
the Los Angeles Journal, submitted an 
affidavit stating that the Journal, in- 
stead of having a circulation of 600, as 
asserted by the council of labor, had a 
daily circulation of from 4000 to 5000 and 
2400 actual paid subscriptions. With 
reference to the resolutions adopted by 
the labor organization, the statement 
Says:

SEWER IRRIGATION. 

DUNKARDS WANT MORE WATER. 

A committee of three representing 
the Dunkard colony living on land for- 
merly part of the Freeman ranch, just 
below Inglewood, on the line of the out- 
fall sewer, appeared before the Sewer 
Committee- of the Council yester 
day afternoon to petition 
they be allowed more water 
for irrigation purpeses than for- 
merly. They addressed the commit. 
tee briefly, setting forth the needs of 
additional irrigation facilities during — 
the coming summer months. C. F, 
Derby, superintendent of the outfall 
sewer, outiined to the committee the 
conditions existing along the line of 
the outfall system. He said that in or- 
der to conveniently supply the appli- 
cants with water it would be necessary 
for the city tq spend about $1900, 
whereas the revenue to be derived 
would not be much in excess of $100 per 
year. All the water and more, too, 


eould be sold at other points along the 


line without entailing additional ex- 
pense. 

One member of the Dunkard commit- 
tee stated that he had induced several 
of his friends to purchase land in the 
vicinity because of the understand- 
ing with Mr. Freeman that there would 
be plenty of water. He said that Free- 
man had informed him that he had a 
prior right to the sewer water for ir- 
rigation and that as long as it was 
wanted for his land it would not be sold 
elsewhere. With this understanding he 
had induced his father to buy some of 
the land. If they could not have water 
for irrigation the value of the land 
would be materially lessened. Mr. 
Derby stated ta.the Council committee 
that the only way to increase the 


-supply of water for irrigation was to 


turn the zanjas into the sewer. This 


_proposition the committee refused to 


entertain and after a long discussion 
of the situation the committee ad- 
journed without taking any definite 
action. It is not probable that anything 
will be done in the matter, as the pro- 
experiments for preserving the 
lining of the outfall sewer will use ail 
the funds at the disposal of the Céun- 
cil. The Dunkards were promised, how- 
ever, that they should have at least 
two heads of water this summer. This 
was the amount supplied them las 
year,

LARGE WEEKLY BANK STATEMENT 


LARGE EXPANSION IN LOANS. 
[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.} 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The Finan- 
cier says: “The feature of the state- 
‘ment of the associated banks of New 
‘York for the week ending February 
10, is the enorraous expansion of $21,- 
152,400 in the loan account. The in- 
crease over the past six days brings 
the total of loans well upward to $721,- 
000,000, a gain of $27,000,000, since the 
closing of December. In the same 
period cash holdings have been $35,500, - 
000, and deposits, $74,750,000. The re- 
serve, despite these heavy additions, is 
$15,750,000 above the total reported De- 


cember 31. It is apparent therefore 
that the have not weakened 
their position. Rather, th 


ey are 
stronger in every particular, but for 
all this, a continuance of the record- 
breaking expansions which are being 
reported now will have a very per- 
ceptible effect on cash. Indeed, the sur- 
plus reserve for the week just ended 
declined almost $3,000,000, from the fact 
that the net gain of $1,473,700 in cash 
did not begin to meet the extra re- 
serve requirements of $4,717,400, neces- 
sitated by the raise of $18,369,600 in de- 
posits. e week’s figures, it may be 
stated, are in excess of anything re- 
ported at this season last year, when 
stock exchange transactions, both in 
current shares and bond purchases, 
ran way ahead of what business is now 
reported. The tremendous rise in loans 
at this time is somewhat difficult of 
explanation. The statement in detail 
shows that increases have been pretty 
well distributed over the entire list of 
banks. The commercial paper market 
is more active, but, even taking this 
fact and stock exchange business into 
consideration, the total expansion over- 
runs the maximum needs of both. It 
is quite likely that arrangements com- 
pleted for several large deals pending, 
contributed to the total gain, until the 
statement, showing as it does, a de- 
crease in surplus reserve for the first 
time since December 9, may be inter- 
reted to mean that money rates will 
me firmer, if anything. Last year 
the month of February witnessed a 
decrease in reserve of $13,000,000, and 
the reserve fell to $15,000,000 in April. 
It is unlikely that the same showing, 
but in a minor way, will ‘be witnessed 
this year.”

NEW YORK. Feb. 10.—The move- 
ment of prices on the Stock Exchange 
had little significance today, as op- 
erations were largely confined to the 
closing up of contracts by the profes- 
sional element. There was a continuing 
of realizing sales at the opening in 
spite of the tranquillity with which the 
latest news from South Africa seemed 
to be accepted by the London market. 
The rally in the market after the 
bank statement appeared made it evi- 
dent that part of the selling had been 
for short account in anticipation of 
an unfavorable statement. The rally 
did not mean necessarily that the 
statement was considered favorable, 
but simply that the bears desired to 
cover their short contracts before the 
two holidays pending. There was 
rather acute weakness at times in St. 
Paul, Missouri Pacific, Western Union, 
Burlington and Sugar. The movement 
of prices was rather erratic, but the 
net changes on the day are small 
and mixed, with the majority on the 
side of losses. The closing of the mar- 
ket was strong at a rally on the short 
covering. 

As a matter of fact, opinion on the 
bank statement was confused and per- 
plexed. The enormous loan expan- 
sion caused amazement. In no single 
week during all of last year did the 
loan expansion reach $16,000,000. In the 
week ending February 4, last year, 
loans were increased $15,154,400, due 
to the active flotation of new industria! 
combinations then in full force. It 
compares with $21,152,100 increase this 
week. Since January 13, loans have 
been increased about $44,496,900, com- 
pared with an increase of $33,197,300 in 
the corresponding period of last year, 
when speculation and company fio- 
tation was in full tide. It is suggested 
that some of the deposit accounts 
which passed from the banks to the 
newly-organized trust companies dur- 
ing the course of last year are now 
coming back to the banks. There is 
nothing in the regular course of busi- 
ness or speculation ‘to account for the 
recent great extension in the loan item 
of the clearinghouse banks. 

The upward movement of prices, 
which found its inception last week in 
the metal stocks, broadened out this 
week, so as to embrace pretty much 
the whole list of securities dealt in. By 
the middle of the week the advance 
had apparent!y reached its termination 
and on Wednesday afternoon the bears 
succeeded in toppling over the over- 
extended long account of speculators 
with insufficient resources and a re- 
actionary tendency supervened. Such 
reactionary tendency inevitably dis- 
courages outside interest in the mar- 
ket, and business fell back into the 
hands of professional operators or large 
moneyed interests who have to do with 
the control and detailed knowledge of 
the affairs of the great corporations. 
The movement of the market has been 
almost wholly due to technical causes, 
the general news of business being, 
with but few exceptions, favorable 
and availing not a little to maintain 
a firm undertone to the stock market, 
even while it showed weakness due 


‘to the technical causes. 


The advance in prices was viewed 
with more or less distrust, owing to 
the palpable manipulation, which ac- 
companied it. Professional bull pools, 
known to be long of stocks, were ob- 
served to be bidding up prices of their 
holdings, in accordance with a well-

strongest propensities of human nature 
to desire to possess something that is 
seen to be advancing in price. So that 
a pool of stock operators, after buying 
thousands of shares of a stock, and 
then advancing the price by bids for 
smaller amounts of stock, by succes- 
sive stages, may find sufficient demand 
for the stock aroused among the out- 
side public to absorb all of the pool 
holdings at the higher level. Needless 
to say, such an operation is assisted 
by any authentic good news regarding 
the particular stocks affected, or re- 
garding the general speculative pros- 
pect, as well as by rumors and “tips” 
of good things to come, the latter 
being even more effective, with a 
reckless class of speculators than the 
sober and reliable bare facts. But, 
however true the news may be which 
accompanies a rise, the operation above 
described leaves the market in a weak- 
ened condition technically. Stoeks held 
by compact, well organized pools, with 
skill and money resources to buy up 
the supplies offering, and thus make

It was a sad session for short 
sellers in the corn pit, for the coarse 
cereal, after an early gain on which 
traders confidently sold more than they 
had bought, failed to follow its usual 
custom of reacting, and climbed stil! 
higher. Trade was active and the 
crowd greater than in any other pit. 
The influence of its strength overspread ° 
the whole floor. The source of the mar- 
ket’s power was something of a prob- 
lem, An enormous shipping business 
was claimed, but New York reported 
only fifty boatloads taken for export. 
The main influence seemed to be the 
large purchases made by moneyed spec- 
ulators, whose actions were followed by 
a horde of lesser interests. Their 
maneuvers to fix a higher price for the 
cereal which they are supposed to hold 
in good quantities, were at least for the 
day successful. :

Better cables, due largely to 
smaller world’s shipments, and the ex- 
ceptional strength of corn were the in- 
fluences. New York reported six loads 
taken for export, and seaboard clear- 
ances in wheat and flour were 537,000 
bushels.
